Little Rock, Ark., February 1.—() 
'A vast area in Woodruff county, 
northeast of here, was under water 
tonight while relief organizations pro- 
vided food and shelter for 1,500 per- 
sons who fled their homes because of 
the floods which poured through 
breaks in the White river. 


While more than a hundred thou- 
sand acres have been swept by the 
muddy tide and livestock and rem- 
nants of ungathered crops have suf- 
fered loss, reports of losses of lives 
‘in the White river lowlands have 
‘been unconfirmed or denied. 
| The body of Harold Summers, 22, 
who was drowned near’ Blytheville 
Sunday night when a row boat cap- 
sized, was recovered by searchers last 
night. Blytheville is experiencing high 
‘water from local streams and lakes. 
A refugee and relief headquarters has 
_ been established at Cotton Plant, in 
Woodruff county. Shacks and Arkan- 
'sas national guard tents tonight were 
| sheltering hundreds who could not be 
| housed in already crowded homes and 
: business structures. Women of Cotton 
Plant, joining their efforts to those 
‘of the guardsmen and Red Cross rep- 
| resentatives, 
the homeless persons. Many left vin 
|such haste that all personal property 
(was abandoned. 

Highways in the flooded area are 
under two to four feet of water and 
homes along the principal routes as 
well as in the interior are flooded. 

The White river torrent continued 


to sweep tonight through wide gaps 
_in the levees between Cotton Plant 
-and Dixie. The Cache river overfiew 
| is adding to the volume of the flood. 


Additional tents were sent today to 
Des Are by the National Guard head- 
quarters. 

Congestion of refugees there is de- 
scribed as acute. The town is without 
adequate housing facilities. Food and 
clothing were in demand by homeless 
families there.

Peace But Demands 
Withdrawal of Troops. 


BY CHARLES M. M’CANN. 

London, February 1.—Peaceful set- 

tiement of the controversy over Brit- 
ish concessions in China is believed 
to be imminent on the basis of official 
messages received in London Tues- 
day from Hankow and Pekin. 
- Despite reports that negotiations 
looking to return of British conces- 
sions to the Chinese had broken down, 
officials here maintained an optimistic 
view. 

They pointed out that they were 
in constant communication with rep- 
resentatives in the Qrient and that 
none of their advices from the Far 
East indicated any hitch in the dis- 
cussions now going on there. 

The British foreign office was in 
Brit- 
ish minister to Pekin, and the Can- 
tonese Chinese information bureau re- 
ceived a message direct from Hankow 
timed noon. Neither of these sources 
mentioned the negotiations and the as- 
sumption was that they were progres- 
sing peacefully. 

The status of Hankow and Kiukiang, 
two Yangtze river ports, where serious 
anti-British incidents have occurred, 
occupied the attention of Cantonese 
Foreign Minister Chen and British 
Charge d’Affaires O’Malley, when the 
last cables to the British government 
were sent. 

Foreigners Nervous. 

At Kiukiang the British consul has 
suffered along with other ousted for- 
eigners and has been forced “to fly 


the Union Jack from a boat on the 
river. While some Briiish business 
houses have reopened in Hankow, for- 
eigners remaining there still are nerv- 
ous over possibility of grenewed out- 
breaks. 


Settlement of the foreign concession 
problem at Hankew and Kiukiang was 
regarded as a necessary preliminary 
step toward obviation of trouble at 
Shanghai. 


Pekin’s protest against dispatch of 
British troops to China has brought 
indications that in event of an agree- 
ment at Hankow the troops could be 
halted or recalled as early as possible 
after their arrival in China. At any 
rate the British government will not 
reply te the est until definite word 
is received en and O'Malley. 

In absence of any , steed ——— 
in negotiations the reply proba 
will be couched in the most y 
terms.

In the search to discover all the 
unknown soldiers in Atlanta, the may- 
or Tuesday invoked the aid of the 
American Legion in a letter addressed 
to Major Asa Warren Candler, com- 
mander of the Atlanta post. 


“So far as I know, there exists 
now no authentic, correct and up-to- 
date list of citizens of Atlanta who 
saw service in the army, navy or ma- 
tine corps during the world war, cer- 
tainly there is none available in the 
city archives,” the mayor wrote Com- 
mander Candler. 

“It occurs to me,”* he continued, 
“that such a list would be extremely 
valuable to the city in case of disaster 
or general emergency, should such an 
emergency arise, consisting as it will 
of men trained, willing to serve, and 
tried and tested for their usefulness 
and dependability. 

“Not only is this true, but in the 
absence of. such emergency, it seems 
that such a roster should be compiled 
of the ex-service men among us giv- 
ing them at least a measure of recog- 
nition so that there may be no ‘un- 
known soldiers’ in our community. 

“I am writing to ask if the Ameri- 
can Legion of Atlanta will undertake 
to compile such an honor role, enlist- 
ing such aid from other organizations 
and individuals as may necessary 
to accomplish this purpose and, hav- 
ing compiled it, will serve as custo- 
dians of it on behalf of the community.

LIBERALS ROUTED 
IN 18-HOUR FIG 


Many Dead and Wounded 
Are Left on Field of 
Battle After Attack on 
Rivas. 


Washington, February 1.—The revo- 
lution in the western section of Nice- 


ragua has been broken after an 18-/ 


heur battle in which the liberal forces 
were completely routed, according to 
a cablegram received at the Nicaragu- 
an legation today from Guadra Pases, 
minister of foreign affairs in the Diaz 
cabinet. 

Many dead and wounded were fe Tere" 
on the battlefield’ and scores of pris- 
oners taken, the message stated. 

This marks the first decisive victory 
of the Diaz forces on the west coast. 

The text of the cablegram read as 
follows : 

“Liberal rebels attacked the town 
of Rivas. 

“After 18 hours of continuous fight- 
ing the liberals were badly repulsed 
by the government forces, leaving in 
their hands dead, wounded and many 
prisoners, as well as a great quantity 
of arms and ammunition. 

“Afterwards the liberals attacked 
the small town Nandaime, which they 
belieged was not strongly defended, but 
the conservatives were able to rush im- 
mediate reinforcements from neighbor- 
ing towns of Granda and Jinotepe, and 
after several hours of fighting the 
liberals were completely defeated and

Suicide, and death from resultant 
shock, Tuesday culminated what had 
been a happy married life when Simon 
I. Weil, prominent Atlanta insurance 
man, shot himself at his home at 934 
Washington street shortly before 9 
o'clock, and was followed in death six 
hours later by his wife, who collapsed 
whén members of her household dis- 
covered her husband’s body, and never 
regained consciousness. Mrs. Weil’s 
death was attributed to heart failure. 

Members. of the Weil household 
were startled by the shot which ended 
Mr. Weil’s life and rushed to his bed- 
room where they found his prostrate 
body with a pistol alongside. Upon 
witnessing the sight, Mrs. Weil fell 
in a swoon and despite administration 
physicians failed to revive. She 

ied at 3 o’clock Tuesday afternoon. 

Although friends of Mr. Weil were 
inclined to discountenance suggestion 
that financial worry had prompted his

office equipment. The Paris bureau 
staff, which numbered three persons 
in 1914, has now grown to ten.

LASTINGER TRIAL! 
OPENS IN DOUGLAS 


Douglas, Ga., February 1.—(4)— 
Gaines Lastinger, on trial here for 
alleged complicity in the lynching of 
Dave Wright, a white man and the 


ony person lynched in Georgia in 
926, today heard several persons who 
have been sentenced from 4 to 20 years 
on a similar charge, give conflicting 
testimony as to his alleged part in the 
lynching. 

Robert Bullard, one of four men 
yet to be placed on trial, said Lastin- 
ger was a member of the lynching 
party. Several other witnesses de- 
nied that he was present, however. 

Indications tonight were that the} 
case could not reach the jury before 
some time Wednesday, although a 
night session of court was held in or- 
der to speed it along. More than 
25 witnesses remained to be called; 
but counsel said that some of them 
might be excused. 

During tLe day Major Brown, who 
recently confessed to being a ringlead- 
er of the lynching band and was sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment, refused to 
testify when brought to the witness 
stand, on grounds “that he was being 
discriminated against. Other wit- 
nesses in the case who are now serv- 
ing prison terms were taken to a hotel 
while here for the trial, he said, while 
he was quartered in the jail. 

Thirteen men have already pleaded 
guality in connection with the lynch- 
ing and have been sentenced. - Last- 
inger was granted a separate trial 
from ‘Robert Bullard, D. B. Lott, John 
Stricklan! and Tilden Smith, who are 
yet to be tried. » Lastinger pleaded 
not guilty. 

The trial has created considerable 
interest here, but nom disturbances 
have occurred.

FORECASTS PEACE IN CHINA. 
The prompt action of Generaf 


Yang Sen, of the Chun Kiang and 
Szechuan provinces, in ordering the 
immediate execution of 22 Chinese 
soldiers who had attempted the 
seizure of an American ship, in their 
unauthorized raids upon foreign in- 
terests, should go a far way toward 
allaying the apprehension of Amer- 
jcans as to the possible unfriendly 
attitude of the controlling military 
authorities in Northern China. At 
the same time it should serve to 
warn this government against any 
threatening-or disturbing attitude in 
the present crisis in China, aside 
from the protection .of nationals 
along lines of strict adherence to 
international laws. 

The position of the United States 
as outlined recently by Secretafy 
Kellogg cannot bé, challenged as to 
its soundness. The stabilization and 
nationalization of a Chinese govern- 
ment, safficiently,strong to give au- 
tonomy to her people, and to make 
a democracy generally effective 
throughout all of the provinces, is 
such a worthy objective that the 
other nations of the world—partic- 
ularly the great occidental powers 
~—should cooperate to that end. 

The United States has shown a 
willingness to thus cooperate, and 
Great Britain, whose alleged ex- 
ploitation of China precipitated the 
existing anti-foreign clashes, has 
also avowed a willingness. The

AVOID AN EXTRA SESSION. 


The 69th congress, now in the 
»third month of the final three-month 
short term, is just about where it 
started during the first week of 
last December. Some of the supply 
bills have been passed, but the ma- 
jority of them remain unacted upon, 
and are liable to be caught in the 
proverbial last-minute jam. 

With the budget system, and with 
the enlarged appropriation commit- 
tee of the house, through various 
sub-committees initiating all appro- 
priations by classifications, the work 
of providing for the next fiscal 
year’s activities should have been 
jeasily completed before the _ holi- 
days. 

As it is, with the usual political 
footballing, both houses find them- 
selves in hopeless congestion, and 
now there is not only ‘“‘talk,” but 
serious tendencies toward an extra 
session. This, by all odds, should 
be avoided. It could be if the mem- 
bers will stop their political spar- 
ring and work coordinately toward 
the end of getting the supply bills 
through at once, and then passing 
the other essential matters pend- 
ing, like farm legislation, Muscle 
Shoals contract, etc. Definite ac- 
tion on both matters is promised, 
and with the equalization fee on cot- 
ton struck from the McNary-Haugen 
bill and the Crisp bill should find 
an easy compromise for enactment. 

The trouble is politics — and 
petty, insidious, invidious politics 
at that. It hampers progress, kills 
worthy measures, and distresses the 
whole nation. 

Nothing, however, can be of more 
inestimable harm to the economic 
welfare of America than a long- 
drawn-out summer Session of con- 
gress. From that, the Lord spare us!

non-political body 
that would care- 
fully investigate

Particu- 
larly it was hoped 
that the commission would protect the 
states and the people generally from 
oppressive rates and regulations of 
common carriers, especially the rail- 


jJroads, and would differentiate sharply

commerce and those of each 
its internal commerce. 

But, in the passage of time and by 
the gradual assumptions of authority 
the interstate commerce commission 
has become a huge and autocratic 
power over both interstate and intra- 
state commerce. 

The states and the people have 
come to fear it rather than to rely 
upon it for the protection of their 
rights. The railroads no longer fear 
it. The result is a growing feeling in 
and out of congress that it should be 
either reformed or entirely abolished. 

Distinctions Are Disappearing. 

Now that railroad systems no longer 
stop at the state lines of their legal 
domiciles and are generally merged 
rinto larger systems that traverse two 

or many states, many of the old dis- 
tinctions between interstate and intra- 
state commerce have been wiped out. 
Often it is difficult indeed to determ- 
ine, in a given case, whether the issue 
is of the one sort or the other. 

The popular belief is that if one 
| wishes to travel on a railroad f:om 
|} one station to another in the same 
state the rate per mile charged for the 
ticket is fixed by the authority of that 
state—buf it isn’t. 

Another popular belief is that the 
state has full and incontestable au. 
thority to fix the rate on freight

| State—but it hasn’t. 

The interstate commerce commission 
has discovered ways by which to so 
mix the issues between interstate and

commerce commission and confirma- 
tion by the federal courts, are above 
and out of reach of the so-called 
sovereign states. 

In 1848 the democratié party said: 
“We feel that a high and sacred duty 
is devolved with increasing responsi- 
bility upon the democratic party of 
this country, as the party of 
ple, to resist all monopolies and ex- 
clusive legislation for the benefit of 
the few at the expense of the many, 
but today the few who control and 
manage transportation enjoy enormous 
legislative benefits “at the expense of 
the many.’’

No Enmity to Railroads. ‘ 

The people of the states have been 
always too wise and too progressive 
to encourage blind and senseless en- 
mity to railroads, shops, telegraph, or 
any other agency of commerce and 
communication, internal or int.rstate. 
Whenever there has been a conflict 
between the people and any of those 
agencies it has been because the peo- 
ple believed they were not being given 
a square deal by the corporations to 
whose creation they had consented. 

Hence it was that in 1880 the 
democratic party declared for “no 
diserimination in favor of transporta- 
tion lines, corporations, or monop- 
clies.”’ 

And; hence it was, that the “Green-, 
back party,” nominating General Wea- 
ver for president that same year, de- 
clared that: 

“It is the duty of congress to regu- 
late interstate commerce. All lines of 
communication and _ transportation 
should be brought under such legisla- 
tive control as shall secure moderate, 
fair, and uniform rates for passenger 
and freight traffic.’’ ties 

The interstate commerce commission 
was created to answer such demands, 
but its conduct was such as to bring 
from the democratic party in 1896 
the following declarations: “ 

“The absorption of wealth by the 
few, the consolidation of our leading 


railroad systems and the formation of }- 


trusts and pools, require a_ stricter 
control by the federal government. of 
those arteries of commerce. We de- 
mand the enlargement of the powers 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion, and such restriction and guaran- 
tees in the control of railroads as 
will protect the people from robbery 
and oppression.’’ 

The demand was repeated in 1900. 
The powers of the commission were 
enlarged by the republican party, 
friendly to the railroads. 

So that now, under the existing 
railway consolidation act, there are 
grave fears that very soon the com- 
mission will be only a complaisant 
rate-making body for the few great 
transportation systems of the nation.

Entering Boyle’s room in a down- 
town hotel on the heels of the special 
delivery package on a “hot tip” fur- 
nished through grapevine «channels, 
narcotic agents arrested Boyle in pos- 
session of morphine valued at $388, 
according to ‘he price of $1 per grain 
paid for the “decks,” they allege. 

The special delivery package was 
opened, and concealed under the bosom 
of a freshly laundered shirt in the 
packet, 78 grains of morphine were 
found. Further search of the room 
revealed 60 grains done up into 15 
“decks” of four grains each, wrapped 
in oiled: paper. sealed, and ready for 
sale, and also 305 grains of loose mor- 
phine in a plain. blue paper sack.

Governor Walker will call a meeting 
of bankers today to negotiate loans to- 
taling $2,600,000 for payment of school 
teachers for the remaining months of 
the present schoo] year, he said Mon- 
day. 

Four loans of $650,000 each are be- 
ing sought by the governor, the first 
for February 5 and payable Janu- 
ary 10, 1928, and the others as fol-

The borrowed money will be used 
for the payment of school teachers of 
the state in anticipation of the pay- 
ment of taxes in 1927.

New York, February 1.—(By the 
Associated Press.)\—A renewal of 
rheavy buying gave the bond market a 
firm tone today. Ready absorption 
of a large volume of new offerings in- 
dicated that the investment demand 
was far from satisfied. Prices in 
most domegtic issues moved upward, 
while profit taking was directed 
agninst some foreign bonds which have 
been advancing for several weeks.

New York, February 1.—(?)—De- 
cision of the appellate division of the 
state supreme court holding investment 
houses financially responsible for mis- 
leading or false advertising in promo- 
tion of securities sales, makes many 
Wall street firms liable for transac- 
tions involving billions of dollars, The 
New York World‘says today. 

The decision reverses the assump- 
tion held by many financia¥ houses 
that a qualifying phrase saying the 
selling house does not guarantee the 
information given but that it has been 
obtained from sources believed to be 
reliable, is indication of sufficient 
good faith, The World asserts. 

Under the decision the Continental 
ansurance company and the Fidelity 
Tire Insurance company have the right 
to be repaid for losses alleged to have 
been incurred in purchase of $200,000 
worth of bonds from the Equitable 
Trust company. 

The Equitable Trust company was 
the house of issue for $4,500,000 
bonds of the Green Star Steamship 
company. ‘The two insurance com- 
panies each invested $100,000 in the 
issue. The steamship company later 
defaulted on its bonds. 

Ihe Equitable company refused in- 
demnity, calling attention to the dis- 
claimer of responsibility in its ad- 
vertising. 

The insurance companies filed suit. 
After the supreme court ruled that 
there was cause of action the Equitable 
appealed. The appellate division’s de- 
cision permits trial in the lower court 
and further appeal. 

A few attorneys for years have ad- 
vised Wall street clients to place lit- 
tle faith in any disclaimer of respon- 
sibility, The World asserts, Lawyers 
have, suggested only statements for 
which houses of issue had positive 
justification and to accept responsibili- 
ty for such statements. 

J. P. Morgan and company and 
Kuhn Loeb and company, the largest 
private houses in the financial dis- 
trict, follow this course.

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CHINESE RUMOR 


SENDS WHEAT UP | 2 


Chicago, February 1.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) —Something of a flur- 
ry in wheat resulted today from an er- 
roneous rumor that the Chinese minis- 
ter to London has asked for his pass- 
ports. Denials of the report were not 
received until after the market had 
closed. Final quotations on wheat were 
firm, 3-Se to 5-Se net higher, corn 3-8e 
up to 1-2c down, oats at 1-8@1-4c 
decline to 1-8c advance, and provisions 
unchanged to 10c up. 

Tightening up of wheat prices came 
about chiefly in the last few minutes 
of trading. Previous sellers rushed to 
buy,~and the close was at the day’s 
top level. Aside from tenseness over 
the Chinese situation, the market was 


bullishly affected toward the last by 
predictions that increased movement 
of domestic wheat southwest would 
fade away before the end of the week. 
A decrease of 4,283,000 bushels in the 
world available supply tended also to 
strengthen the market. 

Preceding the late upward swing: of 
wheat, prices showed declines that 
went hand in hand with news of.a 
drop in freight rates from Argentina. 
Besides, Argentina shippers were re- 
ported as offering wheat in larger 
quantities, Meanwhile, European de- 
mand for North American wheat ap- 
peared slack, with the total amount 
bought estimated at only 300,000 
bushels, mostly Canadian. Primary ar- 
rivals of wheat in this. country, al- 
though a little smaller than a week 
ago, were 153,000 bushels in excess 
of last year. 

Indications of increasing arrivals of 
corn had a bearish effect both on corn 
values and on oats, 

Likelihood that a moderate reduc- 
tion in stocks on hand would be 
shown by the monthly warehouse re- 
ant gave a lift to the provision mar- 
cet.

Sergeant Jim Mills, 
At Soldiers’ Home, 
Answers Last Roll

Sergeant Jim Mills, who has called 
the roll at the Confederate Soldiers’ 
Home ever since the greyest veteran 
can remember, died early Tuesday. At 
day-break he heard another call from 
thinning grey ranks he answered: 

“Sergeant Jim,” Company F, Fifty- 
sixth Georgia Regiment. His comrades 
knew him for a soldier . - but the 
guns have long been silent. 

“Uncle Jim,” the youngsters called 
him since, watchng shavings curl from 
a hickory bow and arrow, eyeing a 
big fine pop-gun shaping in his hands. 
In every part of the country children 
knew his toys, for James M. Mills 
was a busy man, carrying on a brisk 
mail order trade in toys with young 
customers; then, too, he gave out the 
mail at the Home, kept tabs on the 
laundry bags, and he called the roll 
daily for 26 years. 

The veteran was born in 1842 at 
Marietta, where he is to be buried 
in the Confederate cemetery. 

_ This afternoon at 1.30 funeral serv- 
ices will be conducted from the chapel 
of H. M. Patterson and Son.
